The House Ju ­ 
diciary Committee had sched­ 
uled hearings even before the 
Chief Executive’s call. 
In an often eloquent address 
before an extraordinary joint 
session 
of 
Congress 
last 
night, Johnson told the lawmak­ 
ers and the nation that “ the 
time of justice has now come. 
No force can hold it back.” 
Then, citing the words of the 
song which has echoed through 
numberless skirmishes in the 
long civil rights battle, he said 
that all Americans — not just 
Negroes — must overcome “ the 
crippling legacy of bigotry and 
injustice. And we shall over­ 
come.” 
Urges Congress 


Johnson urged Congress to 
work days, nights and week­ 
ends to pass a voting rights 
bill which would guarantee “ the 
dignity of man and the destiny 
of democracy.” 


“ For outside this chamber,” 
he said, “ is the outraged con­ 
science of a nation—the grave 
concern of many nations—and 
the harsh judgment of history 
on our acts.” 


Even as he spoke, a small 
band of pickets paced in front 
of the White House, as they 
have for a week, singing and 
chanting slogans urging federal 
intervention in Alabama. 


Three hours before Johnson’s 
appearance in the House cham­ 
ber, Capitol police dragged out 
eleven Negro and white youths 
who staged a day-long sit-in 
near the office of Speaker John 
W. McCormack. They demanded 
that

move to reduce by half Ala 
bam a’s 
congressional 
delega 
tion. 


The President’s words were 
aimed not only at Congress but 
at the millions of his country­ 
men watching on television. In 
solemn tones he told them. 


“There, 
long-suffering 
men 
and women peacefully protested 
the denial of their rights as 
Americans. Many were brutally 
assaulted. One good man — a 
man of God—was killed. 


“ There is no cause for pride 
in what happened in Selma. 


“ There is no cause of self- 
satisfaction in the long denial of 
equal 
rights 
of 
millions 
of 
Americans. 


“ But there is cause for hope 
and for faith in our democracy 
in what is happening here to­ 
night.

State, county and local auth­ 
orities today probed the char­ 
red remains of IO unoccupied 
apartments for signs of arson 
in connection with last night’s 
spectacular blaze at the Town 
Garden apartments along Route 
13, Tullytown. 


The blaze, which literally lit 
up the sky over Lower Bucks 
and caused an estimated $30,000 
damage, was the second in five 
weeks at the 260-unit project. 
Bucks County Fire Marshal 
Fred K. Hibbs this afternoon said 
the fire was deliberately set with 
gasoline. On Feb. 8, an empty 
gasoline can was found at the 
scene of a fire which was con­ 
fined to one room of an unfin­ 
ished apartment. 


Labor Problems

Good Luck, Good Plans Aid Our Parks

(This is the second of four articles on parks 
in Bucks County.)

In establishing its parks, the Bucks County 
Park Board was aided by a mixture of good plan­ 
ning and good luck. 


Luck certainly was a factor in the county’s ac­ 
quiring at least three of its present parks, one 
of which was donated. Planning is definitely in­ 
volved in the vast Mill Creek Valley project and at 
Churchville and has undeniably entered into the de­ 
velopment of all parks now under county owner­ 
ship. 


The factors of availability of water, topogra­ 
phy and interest must be considered in planning, 
but so must the needs of the residents. Some want 
areas of active recreation while others are content 


to spend a day of rest in the shade of trees. 


Older residents tend to 
prefer quiet 
areas 
while the younger set looks forward to ball fields, 
tennis courts, swimming pools, lakes for boating 
and fishing and other facilities for sports. 


In Business For Real 


The county received its first park, Tinicum, 
from the owner, John Stover, who donated the 123 
acres containing a large house and bam in 1955. 
With this gift, Mr. Stover, in a sense, put the 
county in the park business for real. 


The park, featuring a large picnic area and 
an access ramp to the Delaware River for boat 
owners, is located on Route 32 (River Road) near 
Erwinna. The bam has been completely restored 
and is the site of the annual Tinicum Art Festival. 


This park is more for quiet relaxation but does
